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The Lineal Figures 


By M:.G:.H:. Frater S:..R:.M:.D:. 


The Point within the Circle represents the operation of Kether in general; and 
the Cross within the Circle that of Chokmah, for therein are the roots of 
Wisdom. When using these Lineal Figures in the formation of Talismans under 
the Sephiroth remember that: 
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The Point within the Circle is Kether. The Cross within the Circle 
is Chokmah. 
The Triangle within the Circle is Binah. The Square within the 


Circle is Chesed. 


The remaining Sephiroth should have the double, or triple, or quadruple forms 
of their lineal figures bound together in their talismans; e.g., in the Heptangle 
for Netzach, the Heptagon and the two forms of the Heptagram should be 
united in the same Talisman, the extremities of the angles coinciding. 


The Endekangle is appropriate to the Qlippoth. 


The Dodekangle is appropriate to the Zodiacal forces in Malkuth. Kether, that 
of the Primum Mobile; Chokmah, the Sphere of the Zodiac in command; and 
Malkuth, that of the Elements. 


And many other meanings are bound together in the lineal figures besides 
those which are given here. Two or more different forms may be bound 
together in the same Talisman. 
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(5) The TRIANGLE is the only lineal figure into which all surfaces can be 
reduced, for every polygon can be divided into Triangles by drawing tines 
from its angles to its center Thus, the Triangle is the first and simplest of all 
lineal figures. 


We refer to the Triad operating in all things, to the Three Supernal Sephiroth 
and to Binah. the Third Sephirah. Among the Planets it is especially deferred 
to Saturn, and among the Elements to Fire. As the color of Saturn is black and 
that of Fire red. the black Triangle will represent Saturn, and the red, Fire. 


The three angles also symbolize the Three Alchemical Principals of Nature: 
Mercury, Sulphur, and Salt. 


As there are 360 degrees in every Great Circle, the number of degrees cut off 
between its angles when inscribed within a Circle will be 120 degrees, the 
number forming the Astrological or Trine Aspect, a very powerful good aspect. 
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There is only one way of inscribing a Triangle within a Circle; that is. reflected 
from every second point. 


(6) The SQUARE is an important lineal figure which naturally represents 
stability and equation. It includes the idea of surface and superficial 
measurement. 


It refers to the Quaternary in all things and to the Tetrand of the Letters of the 
Holy Name hvhy Tetragrammaton, operating through the four Elements of 
Fire, Water, Air and Earth. It is allotted to Chesed, the Fourth Sephirah. and 
among the Planets it is referred to Jupiter. As representing the four Elements 
it represents their ultimation in the material form. The four angles also 
include the ideas of the two extremities of the Horizon and the two 
extremities of the Median, which latter are usually called the Zenith and the 
Nadir, also the four Cardinal Points. 


The number of degrees of a Great Circle cut off between its angles will be 90 
degrees, the number forming the Astrological Quartile or Square Aspect, 
potent and evil. There is only one way of inscribing a Square within a Circle, 
that is, reflected from every second point. 
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(7) The PENTANGLE can be traced in two ways: reflected from every second 
point, when it is called a Pentagon; and reflected from every third point, when 
it is called the Pentagram. 


The Pentangle as a whole is referred to the Fifth Sephirah, Geburah. 


The Pentagon naturally represents the power of the Pentad operating in 
nature by the dispersal of the Spirit and the four Elements through it. The 
number of degrees of a Great Circle cut off between its angles is 72 degrees, 
the number forming the Astrological Quintile aspect; good in nature and 


operation. It also answers to the dispersal force of the five letters of NIWN'! 
YEHESHUAH. 


It is not so consonant to the nature of Mars as the Pentagram, and asa 
general rule the Pentagon is not so powerful a symbol as the Pentagram. 


(8) The PENTAGRAM with a single point uppermost is called the "Sign of the 
Microcosm" and is a good symbol representing Man with his arms and legs 
extended adoring his Creator, and especially the dominion of the Spirit over 
the Four Elements; and consequently, of reason over matter. 


It represents the concentrated force of the Spirit and the Four Elements 


governed by the five letters of the name of the Restorer of ATI Things, nIWn! 
YEHESHUAH, and also the Ten Sephiroth classified into five odd and five even 
numbers. It is especially attributable to the Planet Mars. It also shows the 
Kerubim and the Wheel of the Spirit. It is a symbol of tremendous force, and 


of 1) Heh, the letter of the Great Supernal Mother, AIMAH. 


But with the single point downwards, it is a very evil symbol, the head of the 
goat. or demon's head, representing the abasement of reason beneath the 
blind forces of matter, the elevation of anarchy above order, and of conflicting 
forces driven by chance above God. 


THE HEXANGLE 
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(9) THE HEXANGLE can be traced in two ways as a complete symbol: 
reflected from every second point, which is called a Hexagon; and reflected 
from every third point, when it is called the Hexagram. There is also a third 
from called the Unicursal Hexagram. The hexangle as a whole is referred to 
the 6" Sephirah, Tiphareth. 


The hexagon naturally represents the power of the hexad operating in nature 
by dispersal of the rays of the Planets and the Zodiac emanating from the 
central Sun. The number of degrees of a Great Circle cut off between its 
angles is 60 degrees, forming the Astrological sextile aspect, power for good. 


It is not so consonant to the solar nature as the Hexagram. Remember that the 
Hexagon signifies the dispersion, distribution, and radiation of a force; but the 
hexagram concentration. therefore, the hexagon is used form the spreading, 
and the Hexagram for the concentration and sealing. When there is nee, you 
can compare, interpose, and combine them; by the hexagon initiates the whirl. 


(10) THE HEXAGRAM with a single point uppermost is called the “Sign of the 
Macrocosm” or Greater World because its six angles fitly represent the 6 days 
or period of Creation evolved from the manifestation of the Triune, while its 


synthesis forms the 7" day or period of rest summed up in the hexagonal 
center. 


It represents especially the concentrated force of the Planets acting through 
the Signs of the Zodiac, and thus sealing the Astral Image of Nature under the 
presidency of the Sephiroth, and also the 7 Palaces of the same. it is especially 
attributed to the Sun. it is a symbol of great strength and power, forming with 
the Cross and the Pentagram a triad of potent and good symbols which are in 
harmony 

with each other. 
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The Unicursal-Hexagram, pseudo, 
irregular, or third form. 


(11) The Unicursal hexagram is an irregular 3" from sometimes employed to 
denote the presidency of the Sun and Moon over the 4 Elements united in and 
proceeding from the Spirit. 


THE HEPTANGLE 
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(12) THE HEPTANGLE can be traced in three ways: reflected from every 2" 
point, when it is called the Heptagon; and as the Heptagram, reflected from 
every 3™ point and from every 4" point. 


The Heptangle as a whole is referred to the 7" Sephirah. Netzach. 


The Heptagon naturally represents the dispersal of the powers of the Seven 
Planets through the week and through the year. The number of degrees of a 
Great Circle cut off between its angles is 57-3/7 degrees. It further alludes to 
the power of the Septenary acting through all things, as exemplified by the 
seven colors of the rainbow. 


It is not so consonant to the nature of Venus as the Heptagram reflected from 
every 4" point. 


(13) THE HEPTAGRAM reflected from every third point yields seven Triangles 
at the apices thereof, fitly representing the Triad operating in each Planet, and 
the Planets themselves in the week and in the year. The weekly order of the 
Planets is formed from their natural center by following the lines of this 
Heptagram. 


It is not so consonant to the nature of Venus as the next form. 
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(14) This Heptagram is the Star of Venus and is especially applicable to her 
nature. As the Heptagram is the lineal figure of the Seven Planets, so is 
Venus, as it were, their gate or entrance; the fitting symbol of the Isis of 
Nature, and of the Seven Lower Sephiroth of the Bride. 


THE OCTANGLE 
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(15) THE OCTANGLE can be traced in three ways: reflected from every 2"? 
point, when it is called the Octagon; and as the Octagram, reflected from 
every third and every fourth point. 


The Octangle naturally represents the power of the Ogdoad. The Octagon 
shows the Ogdoad operating in Nature by the dispersal of the rays of the 
Elements in their dual aspect under the presidency of the 8 letters of the 
name Yod Heh Vau Heh and Aleph Daleth Nun Yod. 


The number of degrees of a Great Circle cut off between its angles is 45 
degrees, forming the Astrological weak Semi-Quartile Aspect, evil in nature 
and operation. 

The Octagon is not so consonant to the nature of Mercury as the Octagram 
reflected from every 4" point. 


(16) THE OCTAGRAM reflected from every third point yields 8 triangles at the 
apices thereof, fitly representing the Triad operating in each Element in its 
dual form (i.e. of positive and negative) under the powers of the name of 


Tetragrammaton Adonai (NIN! !1 TX), or as it is written bound together, Yod 
Aleph Heh Daleth Vau Nun Heh Yod (as above). 


It is not so consonant to the nature of Mercury as the next form. It is 
composed of two Squares united within a Circle. 
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The Octagram, 3™ form, reflected 
from every 4" point. 


(17) This Octagram is the Star of Mercury, and is especially applicable to his 
nature. It is further a potent symbol representing the binding together of the 
concentrated positive and negative forces of the Elements under the name of 


in! TNX /YHVH ADNI. And forget not that '1TXN /ADNI is the key of NIN! / 
YHVH. 
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THE ENNEANGLE 
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(18) THE ENNEANGLE can be traced in 4 ways: reflected from every second 
point, when it is called the Enneagon; and as the Enneagram, reflected from 
every third, every fourth, and every fifth point. 


The Enneangle as a whole is referred to the 9" Sephirah, Yesod. 


The Enneangle naturally represents the power of the Ennead, and the 
Enneagon shows the Ennead operating in Nature by the dispersal of the rays 
of the Seven Planets and of the head and tail of the Dragon of Luna. The 
number of degrees of a Great Circle cut off between its angles is 40 degrees. 


The Enneagon is not so consonant to the nature of Luna as the Enneagram 
reflected from every fifth point. 


(19) THE ENNEAGRAM reflected from every third point represents the Triple 
Ternary operating both in the Seven Planets with the head and tail of the 
Dragon of Luna, and with their Alchemical Principles counterchanged and 
interwoven. It is not so consonant to the nature of Luna as the Enneagram 
reflected from every fifth point. 
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THE ENNEANGLE 
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The Enneangle, 3™ form, reflected from The Enneagram, 4" 
form, reflected 
from every 4" point. from every 5" point. 


(20) THE ENNEAGRAM reflected from every forth point is composed of three 
triangles united within a circle, and alludes to the triple ternary of the three 
alchemical principles themselves. it is not so consonant to the nature of Luna 
as the next form. 


(21) This Enneagram is the Star of Luna and is especially applicable to her 
nature. It represents her as the administrator to the Earth of the virtues of the 
Solar System under the Sephiroth. 
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(22) THE DEKANGLE can be traced in 4 ways: reflected from every second 
point, when it is called the Dekagon; and as the Dekagram, reflected from 
every third, every fourth, and every fifth points. 

The Dekangle as a whole is referred to the Tenth Sephirah, Malkuth. 
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The Dekangle naturally represents the power of the Dekad, and the Dekagon 
shows the Dekad operating in Nature by the dispersal of the rays of the 10 
Sephiroth therein. The number of degrees of a Great Circle cut off between 
its angles is 36 degrees, the half of the Quintile Astrological Aspect. 


(23) THE DEKAGRAM reflected from every third point is especially consonant 
to Malkuth, and shows the Triad operating through each angle of the two 
Pentagons within a Circle, of which it is composed. It alludes to the 
combination of the Three Alchemical Principles with the Spirit, and the Four 
Elements in their positive and negative form, under the presidency of the Ten 
Sephiroth themselves. 
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The Dekagram, 3" form, reflected from The Dekagram, 4" 
form, reflected 
from every 4" point. from every 5“ point. 


(24) This form of the Dekagram especially alludes to the concentrated and 
continuous operation of the Ten Sephiroth in Nature. It is continuously 
reflected from every fourth point. 


(25) The Dekagram reflected from every fifth point is composed of two 
Pentagrams within a Circle. It shows the operation of the duplicated N Heh of 
the Tetragrammaton (nNIn') and the concentration of the positive and negative 
forces or Spirit and the Four Elements under the presidency of the potencies 


of the five in Binah. The revolutions of the forces under AIMAH, the Great 
Mother. 
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(26) "THE ENDEKANGLE can be traced in 5 ways: reflected from every second 
point, when it is called the Endekagon; and as the Endekagram, reflected from 
every third, fourth, fifth, and sixth points. 
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The Endekangle as a general whole is referred to the Qlippoth. Of its forms, 
however, the one reflected from every fourth point represents their 
restriction, and therefore it is not altogether to be classed with those which 
represent their operation in Nature; wherefore it is here separated from them 
and placed by itself. 


The Endekangle naturally represents the evil and imperfect nature of the 
Endekad. 


The Endekagon represents the dispersal of the Eleven Curses of Mount Ebal 
through the Universe (Deuteronomy 27). (Though they are paragraphed as 12 
in the English version of the Bible, in the Hebrew they are paragraphed as 11, 
two being classed together.) 


The number of degrees of a Great Circle cut off between its angles is 32-8/11 
degrees. 

(27) THE ENDEKAGRAM reflected from every third point represents the 
concentrated action of Evil in the Averse Triad, symbolized by the Eleven 
Dukes of Edom, the horns of the Red Dragon when he arises. 
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The Endekagram, 3™ form, reflected 
from every 4" point. 


Symbolizing the restriction of the Qlippoth. 


(28) It is a curious fact that the Endekagram which can be formed reflected 
from every fourth point is not so evil as the rest. and represents the 
restraining of the evil ones. This abhorrence of and incompatibility with the 
number four is another mark of the imperfect nature of the Endekad when 
applied to the symbolism of the Qlippoth; for by the same that they are shown, 
so is their restriction 

shown. Yet, even the Endekangle reflected from every fourth point is not good 
in operation, but simply declares the restriction of evil.

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(29) The ENDEKAGRAM reflected from every fifth point represents the 
concentrated force of the Averse or Evil Sephiroth. 


(30) Unto this form of the Endekagram are attributed the 12 Princes of the 
Qlippoth, who are the heads of the evil operating in the months of the year. 
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THE DODEKANGLE 


The Dodekagram, 1* form, reflected from The Dodekagram, 
2" form, reflected from every 2" point. from every 
3" point. 


(31) The DODEKANGLE can be traced in 5 ways: reflected from every second 
point, when it is called the Dodekagon; and as the Dodekagram, reflected from 
every third, fourth, fifth, and sixth points. 


The Dodekangle as a general whole is referred to the Zodiac, and naturally 
represents the powers of the Dodekad. The Dodekagon shows the dispersal of 
the influence of the Zodiac through Nature. 


The number of degrees of a Great Circle cut off between its angles is 30 
degrees, forming the weak Astrological semi-Sextile Aspect, good in nature 
and operation. 


(32) The OOOEKANGLE reflected from every third point is formed of two 
Hexagons within a Circle, and represents the dispersal and concentration of 
the Zodiac in masculine and feminine signs. The masculine signs being Aries, 
Gemini, Leo, Libra, Sagittarius, and Aquarius; and the feminine being Taurus, 
Cancer, Virgo, Scorpio, Capricorn, and Pisces. As this Dodekagram is 
composed of 12 triangles, so do these allude to the three decanates, faces, or 
sets of 10 degrees of each Sign.

THE DODEKANGLE 
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The Dodekagram, 3" form, reflected from The Dodekagram, 4" 
form, reflected 
from every 4" point. from every 5“ point. 


(33) This DODEKAGRAM is formed of three squares representing the 3 
quarternions of angular, succedent, cadent; and movable (cardinal), fixed, and 
common (mutable). 


(34) The Dodekagram reflected from every fifth point is formed of four 
triangles within a circle, and refers to the concentrated force of the 4 
triplicities of the Zodiac operating through nature. 


The Dodekagram, 5" form, reflected 
from every 6" point. 


(35) The Dedekagram reflected from every sixth point is a continuous figures 
and symbolizes the 24 Thrones of the Schemhamephorasch established over 
the positive and negative potencies of the Elements in the Zodiac, and over 
the 24 hours in a day. 
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COLORING INSTRUCTIONS FOR 2=9 LINEAL FIGURES 


FIRST ROW: Starting with the figure corresponding to the number 1, the 
area within the larger circle is black with the smaller circle at the center 
colored white. 


The second figure, numbered 2, has two parallel lines, the left one black and 
the right one white. The outer circle of the same width as the lines is also 
black, with the inner portion or center of the circle being colored grey. 


The third figure, numbered 3, has a black border, with the area within the 
circle and triangle colored grey. The triangle is colored white. 


The fourth figure, numbered 4, has a black outer border with the color grey 
between the outer border and the square. The border of the square is colored 
blue, and its center is colored orange. 


SECOND ROW: The first figure of the second row, numbered 5, is a black 
circle, within which is a Pentagon bordered in red. Within the Pentagon, in 
the area both within and without the Pentagram, the background area is 
colored green. The Pentagram is composed of five colors: the line extending 
from the lower left point to the apex of the Pentagram is black; the line 
extending from the lower right to the apex is white; the horizontal line is 
colored yellow; the diagonal line extending from the lower left and upward to 
the right point of the horizontal line is colored blue; and the diagonal line 
extending upward from the lower right to the left point of the horizontal line is 
colored red. 


The second figure of this second row, numbered 6, consists of a black circle 
within which is a Hexagon bordered in yellow. The Hexagram within the 
Hexagon is composed of a red triangle whose apex is pointing upward, 
interlaced with a blue triangle whose apex is pointing downward. The area 
within the Hexagon and Hexagram is colored violet. 


The third figure of this second row, numbered 7, consists of a black circle 
within which is a Heptagon divided into seven segments, each segment of a 
different color. Starting with the bottom horizontal segment and going 
clockwise, the colors are: green, yellow, blue, blue-violet, violet, red, and 
orange. The Heptagram within the Heptagon consists also of these seven 
colors. Starting at the upward apex of the Heptagram and going clockwise, 
the first line, which extends downward and to the right to a point just below 
the middle of the circle (the point where the red and orange segments of the 
Heptagon join), is colored blue-violet. The second line, proceeding from the 
first and extending to the lower left of the figure (to the junction of the green 
and yellow segments of the Heptagon), is colored red. The third line, 
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extending upward to a point in the upper left of the figure (to the blue and 
blue-violet junction), is colored green. The fourth line, issuing from the third 
and running horizontal across the diagram, is colored blue. The fifth line, 
proceeding from the fourth and extending to the lower right point of the 
figure, is violet. The sixth line, extending upward and to the left to a point just 
below middle of the circle, is colored orange. The seventh and final line, 
proceeding from the sixth and extending upward to the apex of the 
Heptagram, is colored yellow. The area within the Heptagon and Heptagram 
is colored grey. 


The key to coloring the lines of the Heptagram in both this lineal figure and 
the one to follow, is found in the color sequence of the surrounding Heptagon. 
The rule is that each line of the Heptagram extending clockwise from joining 
segments of the Heptagon will take on the color of the segment of the 
Heptagon immediately counter-clockwise to the junction. Thus, the first line, 
which extends from the two joining Heptagon segments of blue-violet and 
violet, is blue-violet. The second line, extending clockwise from the two 
joining segments of red and orange, is red. The third line, extending from the 
joined colored segments of green and yellow, is green; and so on for each line. 


The fourth figure of the second row, numbered 7, is colored basically the same 
as the previous lineal figure numbered 7. Within the circle and without the 
Heptagon the area is painted black, as in the previous figure. The seven 
segments of the Heptagon are painted exactly as the previous figure, and the 
area within the Heptagon and Heptagram is grey as in the previous figure. 
The same rule mentioned above applies to the coloring of this variant form of 
the Heptagram. Starting at the line conjoining segments of blue-violet and 
violet, is blue-violet. The second line, issuing from the junction of the orange 
and green segments, is orange. (NOTE: The second line of the previous 
Heptagram was red, while the second line of this figure is orange. The rule is 
the same, but in this second lineal figure of the number 7 the Heptagram lines 
extend to the junction of every third segment instead of every second 
segment.) Continuing clockwise and applying the above rule, we have the 
third line colored blue; the fourth line colored red; the fifth line colored 
yellow; the sixth line colored violet; and the final line, the seventh, colored 
green. 


THIRD ROW: 

The first figure in the third row, numbered 8, in the area within the circle and 
without the Octagon, is colored black. The unsegmented Octagon is colored 
orange. The Octogram within the Octogon consists of two interlaced squares 
of red and yellow. The square whose corner is uppermost and forms the apex 
of this star is colored red. The square whose lines run horizontal and vertical 
is colored yellow. The field or area within the Octagon and Octogram is 
colored blue, the complementary color of the orange Octagon. 
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The second lineal figure of the number 8 is colored the same as the previous 
figure except for the Octogram. Instead of red and yellow, the Octogram in 
this variant form is colored completely orange. 


The third lineal figure, numbered 9, within the circle and without the 
Enneagon is colored black. The Enneagon and the Enneagram are both 
colored violet. The field or area within the Enneagon and Enneagram is 
yellow, the complementary color of violet. 


The fourth lineal figure of the number 9 is colored exactly the same as the 
previous lineal figure of the number 9. 
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
